1) Balances 

-The balances' QC was reviewed and signed off by Nancy Tisei. 

-One balance was not functioning correctly when tested and taken out of service by Chuck Salemi. 

2) UV/VIS 

-The UV/VIS Spectrophotometer's QC was reviewed and signed off by Nancy Tisei. 

-The linearity check for the UV/VIS was discussed in the drug lab meeting on 12-01-03. Starting in 2004, the linearity 
check will be discontinued as the lab does not perform concentration calculations on the UV/VIS. The remainder of the 
UV/VIS QC will remain intact and is sufficient for the lab's UV/VIS usage. 

3) IR 

-The IR Spectrophotometers' QC was reviewed and signed off by Nancy Tisei. 

-The QC routine of the Perkin Elmer 1420 IR has officially been updated as per a memo from Chuck Salemi stating 
that a monthly check of a polystyrene film will be run and recorded. Should the PE 1420 start to be used on a 
regular basis, then a polystyrene film as well as a standard consisting of cocaine base will be run with each batch of 
samples. A copy of the memo was given to Margaret DiNatale. 

4) GS/MS 

-Margaret DiNatale reviewed and signed off the GC/MS autotune reports. 

5) Reagents 

-The reagent log was reviewed by Margaret DiNatale. Questions arose as to whom prepared the Duquenois reagent 
and the date prepared (the info was not entered into the log correctly).
